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LONDON, May 3—The Moscow 
radio attacked Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes’ proposal for a 
25-year big four treaty guarantee­ 
ing German disarmament today, 
charging that it appeared to be 
a cover-up for American refusal 
to carry out occupation obligation*. 
The broadcast give for the first 
time an indication of why Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov opposed 
discussion 
of

Byrnes proposed it to the foreign j eon recess 
minister* in Paris. 
The Russian broadcast said the 
plan appears to deal with m atters 
on which joint decisions already 
exist. 
This fact, it aaid, “makes one 
wonder whether the new document 
serves as some sort of screen to 
conceal retreat from the previous­ 
ly undertaken obligation, or in 
any case to bypass these decisions." 
Radio Moscow reviewed the pro­ 
posed treaty in a dispatch date­ 
lined Paris, then followed with a 
commentary. 
The commentary took particular

TOKYO, May 3—Hideki Tojo, 
Japan’s Pearl Harbor premier, was 
arraigned today as a war crimi­ 
nal amid bizarre by-play by an­ 
other defendant who struck Tojo 
twice on his shsven pate. 
TcJo and 27 other Japanese miH- 
tansLs were arraigned on a 55- 
count indictment before the inter­ 
national 
war crimes 
tribunal, 
charged with conspiring to domi­ 
nate the world and using ruthless 
murder 
tactics to achieve 
their 
aims 
The 
arraignment fell from

sober, dignified plane into mo- 
1 menta of low comedy because of 
eccentric actions by Shumei Oka- 
wa, an alleged propogandist for the 
expulsion of the white races from 
Asia.

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Mob Cries ‘ Down With Britain 


And America'; Leaders 


Urge 
‘ Holy 
War’ 


JERUSALEM, May 3 - A clam­ 
oring mob of 15 000 Arab* chant­ 
ing “down with Britain and Amer­ 
ica” and “shame on Attlee and Tru­ 
man” spearheaded an Arabic gen­ 
eral strike in Palestine today with 
a march on the old city of Jerusa­ 
lem. 
Leaders of the 1.000 000 Araba 
on strike in protest against a Brit­ 
ish and American commiaaion’s re­ 
port on Palestine urged a world­ 
wide “holy war" against Britain 
and the United States. 
British troops and police force* 
struggling to maintain order were 
stoned by the marching Arabs who 
cheered pictures of the former 
grand mufti whose support of 
Adolf Hitler caused his exile from 
Palestine. 
Grim and silent tommies faced 
the mob with fixed bayonets Des­ 
pite the shower of stones and In­ 
vective. they held their fire. Sev­ 
eral soldiers were injured. But the 
demonstrating Arab* made no firm 
effort to force the line of guns.

S hortly afterw ard* a new b arrag e of te a r gas and sm oke 
shell* w histled through the b arred window* of the p riso n ’s 
m ain cellblock and exploded inside. The crim e-hardened con­ 
victs- possibly a* many as 16—apparently were prepared for “a fight 
to the finish” inside the cell block. 
At least two guards had been killed and 14 others wounded. 
Four prison officials who were trapped in the cellblock when th# 
riot started were rescued. They were wounded and weak from loss of 
blood.

THE spine might be w illed * 
eerie* of joints. Like the bigger 
joints elsewhere in the body, those 
of the spine may become inflamed. 
This inflamed condition is known 
ss osteoarthritis. 
As a rule, osteoarthritis de­ 
velops only in older people. Not 
only are the joints inflamed, but 
some overgrowth of the bone ©c- 
rurs so that there is stiffness as 
we!! as pain. This fact also makes 
an X-ray of the spine of great use­ 
fulness in diagnosing this disease. 
Cause Unknown 
The exact cause of osteoarthritis 
of the spine is not known. Accord­ 
ing to Doctor Ernest Fletcher of 
F.ngland, infection in the teeth, 
tonsils and sinuses is not. as a 
rule, a factor in producing the dis­ 
order. Poor posture, he thinks, 
often plays a great part not only 
in producing the disorder but in 
aggravating the symptoms. 
Persons with osteoarthritis of 
the spine do not get along: well if 
they take a great deal of exercise. 
However, once the weight is taken 
off the spine, movements seem to 
be of help. This can be attained in 
part by exercise taken in bed. 
What are known as passive move­ 
ments with th* muscles relaxed 
are also of benefit. For example, 
the patient may lie down while th# 
physician moves the patient’s head 
from side to side. This is done 
very gently and carefully. 
Another Exercise 
Another exercise is to have the 
patient lie on his abdomen and 
then to give gentle twisting move­ 


ments to the upper part of the 
spine. An exercise which the pa­ 
tient may take himself is to have 
him lie down with his legs held 
down by the bedclothes. The pa­ 
tient leans forward and then tries 
to touch his toes with his fingers. 
This exercise may be repeated sev­ 
eral times. 
Heat and mas*age may be of 
some slight benefit. Perhaps the 
most important part of the treat­ 
ment is to correct the patient’s 
postur?. This means that the pa­ 
tient, when standing, should carry 
about as much w eight on his heels 
as on the front part of the foot 
There should be as little bending 
as possible at the hips and the 
knees should be straight. 
If there are any abnormal 
curves in the spine these may have 
to be corrected by braces or casts. 
Of course, these measures can­ 
not be expected to cure the osteo­ 
arthritis but they should give some 
relief from symptoms. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. C.: Will you please tell me if 
bijections of hormones are helpful 
for change of life? 
Answer: The use of injections 
of the hormone known as estro­ 
genic substance is helpful in re­ 
lieving the symptoms, such as hot 
flushes, which may be caused by 
the charge of life.
